'They are goo'd business 'men and the

ness of the corporation. If It exists,

an Interest In their work and In their 
employe/. 


Labor in the abstract Is not selfish,

and It Is perfectly natural for him 
to desire to invest It to the best pos- 
sible advantage.

The man who Invests capitol In any 


Industry realizes that his Investment 
depends largely upon the Industry 
and honesty of labor, and so the two, 
capitol and labor. In normal condi- 
tion, work harmoniously together.

Call on 


the fi.000.000 farmers who belong to 
the ranks of capitalists, because they 
•work for themselves and conduct their 
own business, and ask the 12.000.000 
men that they employ what they know 
about strikes, and they will tell you.
